Substance in canned food, baby bottles raises safety concerns

WASHINGTON Govcrrunent toxicologists have reiterated 
safeU" concerns al:)fjnt a chcmicaJ used in babv bottles 
axid iood containers^ just weeks alter tire Food and Drug 
AdministLation declared the substance safe. 

A report issued ^Jtbdncsday said there is “some concern” 
that [>isphenol A can cause devclopmeutai problems in 
the brain and hormonal systems of iniaiits and children. 

The conclusion from the Na tional Toxicology" Program 
repeats iiiitiid liiidings issued in April, The group “which 
includes scientists from the National Institines of Health 
and other agencies — said bisphenors risks to humiuis can- 
not he ruled out, but acknowledged its concerns are based 
on the findings of studies on animals. 

The American Chemistry Council, which represents 
plastics maniifaaurers, stressed diar studies from anim;ils 
proxddc “limited and inconclusive evidence/' The group 
has spent the last year defending the safety of bisphenol 
from new concerns about the risks of plastics to chil- 
dren. 

Bisphenol is a plastic-hardening chemical used to seal 
caruied food and make babv bottles. After more than a 
year ol complaints Irom consumer and parent groups, 
the FDA has agreed to revisit the chemiciiis safety. The 
agency last month said the trace anioiints that leach out

“More research is clearly needed to understand exactly 
how' these findings relate to human health and develop- 
mentj” said Michael Slielby who directed the group^s 
report. “But at this point we can't dismiss tlte possibil- 
ity that the elfccts we^re seeing in animals may occiu: in 
hLimans;' 

Shelbys group did back away from one issue raised in 
its draft report. While the group said in April there was 
“some concern” die chemical could speed up puberty in 
girls, the final report states there is now only “minimal 
conc ern” about those risks.

After -Stopping the private Latin School from 
building a soccer field in Lincoln Park, a group 
of residents was unable to stop the Chicago Park 
District from moving forward to complete the 
project on its own. 

On Wednesday, a Cook County Circuit judge 
denied Protect Our Parks^ emergency motion 
to stop the Park District from holding a special 
meeting later in the day. Then at the meeting, 
park commissioners voted unanimously to fin- 
ish the field and reimbur.se Latin School up to 
S2 million in costs incurred installing the ai tifi- 
ciai-turf field. 

Ibm Tresser, president of Protect Our Parks, 
the residents’ group that initially filed suit 
in April against the Park District and Latin 
School, sarcastically congratulated the mayor 
for appointing ‘diacks and cronies” to oversee 
agencies such as the Park District. 

“Your appointees to these bodies have shown 
us that clout and law-breaking is what drives 
policy decisions in your administration,” dresser 
said, directing his comments to the mayor, who 
appoints commissioners to the Park Board. 

Park Board President Gerj'^J. Chico said the 
commissioners have a difficult role balancing 
the need for passive spaces and active uses in 
Chicago parks. 

“I don’t agree that we’re lackeys for Mayor 
Daley,” Chico said. ‘*Mavor Dalcv doesn’t order

He said the fire still was under investiga- 
tion. 

Firefighters arrived in less than six min- 
utes, but couldn’t rescue the children. 

'*We tried to get in, but we had to hack 
nut because the fire was so intense,” Wasko 
said.

Sister Mary Paul 
McCaughey said the idea for a peace 
pledge came about last spring after several 
students told teachers they had lost friends 
to shootings and gang violence. New 
programs in Catholic schools also will focus 
on how students can stem bullying and 
resolve disputes without violence.

Consider this: The Bears’ re turn- spec ial- 
ist-cum-widc-receiver was the first player 
to earn a perfect lOO speed rating in the 
history of the Madden video game. His 
speed, combined with liis vision and ability 
to anticipate, have helped him break sev- 
eral NFL records, including kick returns 
for touchdowns {four punt, two kickoff) in 
a season and return touchdowns in his first 
two NFL seasons (12).

Dive into the Deep! 
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New social football league could be quite the gamble for Citizen Sports 



By the time he graduateti from MIT, 
Jeff Ma already had led a life many guys 
dream about. His card-counting prowess 
at blackjack tables during wild weekends 
in Las Vegas and Atlantic City won him 
and his college buddies millions of dol- 
lars, inspiring a best-selling book and the 
recent movie '*21.” 

Now K years old, Ma thinks he can 
hit his next jackpot in a different fantasy 
land — the fanciful football leagues that 
will preoccupy millions of people during 
the next four months as they accumulate 
points based on the statistics of NFL play- 
ers picked for their imaginary teams. 

Hoping to introduce a younger genera- 
tion to the game of fantasy football, Ma 
and his primary business partner, Alike 
Kerns, have launched a program that 
enables the leagues to be managed within 
Facebook. 

Ma and Kerns, who run Citizen Sports, 
reason that fantasy sports are ideally suited 
for online social netyrorks like Facebook 
because the leagues are typically formed 
by groups of friends looking to deepen 
their bonds. 

The idea was compelling enough to per- 
suade Sports Illustrated to stamp its name 
on the program, its first fantasy football 
venture. The magazine spent the past 
decade on the sidelines watching Yahoo, 
ESPN and CBS build popular Web sites 
to help manage the leagues. 

SI is providing content for Citizen 
Sports^ fantasy football program, handling 
all the advertising sales and promoting the 
service in its print edition and Web site. 

‘*We think this can change the fantasy 
landscape,” said Jeff Price, president of 
Sports lllustrated’s digital operations. 

Still, the odds appear to be stacked 
against San Francisco-based Citizen Sports 
because the most rabid fantasy football 
fans are entrenched in leagues that have 
been running for years on other sites. 

'‘Fhc switching costs for people to 
leave a league to come over to another 
site is a significant hurdle,” Price said. But 
he believes it will be easier for Citizen 
Sports because having its program run 
on Facebook, where millions of people 
already spend hours every day '^brings 
fantasy football to the player instead of 
having the player come to you/’ 

The field is led by Yahoo, whose fantasy 
football site drew 6.6 million IJ.S. visitors 
in the opening month of the season last 
vear, followed by espnxom at 2.6 million 
visitors, according to comScore.

‘Tt^s a daunting task,” Ala said of the 
challenge facing Citizen Sports. “Do you 
look at what Yalioo has been able to do and 
say ‘It’s just not worth taking a chance?’ 
Or do vou look at the advent of social net-

works and say, ‘Let’s give it a shot.’” 

Privately held Citizen Sports is project- 
ing at least a sevenfold increase in revenue 
this year, bolstered by the new fantasy 
football program along with other existing 
social network applications built to help 
people follow their favorite professional, 
college and high school teams in a variety 
of sports. 

Sports Illustrated already has sold sea-

The NFL adopted the id-game 
regulai^ season in 1978, but a combi- 
nation of factors is likely to lead to 
a change — and it could be coming 
quicker than many are anticipating. 
"‘The bottom line,” said Patriots 
owner Robert Kraft, “is that 1 
think you’ll see us going to 17 or 
18 regular-season games in the 
future.” 

In Alay NFL commissioner 
Rog cr Goodeli first floated the 
idea of extending the regular 
season. Last month, he men- 
tioned it again to reporters in 
Cincinnati, this time laying out 
a reason for his thinking: He 
believes preseason football is a 
poor reflection on the NFL. 

Yet it’s nor just the poor quality 
of the preseason that has Goodeli 
and NFL owners discussing an 
expansion of the regular season. 
The uncertain labor forecast with 
players also is driving the discus- 
sion. 

In short, owners feel that too 
much of their profits go to players. 
The players don’t agree. 

Expanding the regular season,

“Now, you’d have to balance that

Could it be two preseason games, 
or three.^ I personally wouldn’t be 
adverse to either one.” 

A 17-game regulai' season wtiuld 
create some scheduling issues. Which 
teams would get the extra home 
games? Or would neutral sites be cho- 
sen so there was no advantage? 

Even an 18 -game regular season, 
which would eliminate those issues, 
comes with some questions. Are two 
pre season games enough to prepare a 
team for such a long season? Would it 
lead to more injuries? 

Linebacker Mike Vrabcl, the 
Patriots’ player representative, 
believes that any agreement to 
lengthen the season must include 
added benefits for players. “It’s always 
negotiable, but certainly they’d have 
to pay us more for 18 regular- season 
games,” Vrahel said. 

Vrabcl’s thoughts are tied to the 
fact that players don’t receive their 
full salaries until the regular season 
starts. Veteran players make ,22 > 
per week during the preseason, plus 
$200 per pre season game. Rookies 
make !S8oo per week, with no pay for 
games.

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Growing a greener grape

When you approach a booth with an empty 
glass at this weekend's Windy City Wine 
Festival, the question wonk necessarily be, 
''Red or white?” It might be, ''Red, white ... 
or green?” Youll have more than 250 options 
at the fourth annual fest— including some 
sustainable and organically produced picks. 

Colleen Stewart, a wine educator and green 
living expert with Brown-For man’s Fetzer and 
Bonterra brands, will be on hand to answer 
questions about green wines. We warmed her 
up with five of our own. 

Whats the difference between a sustainably 
produced wine and an organic wine? 

This is real confusing for people — especially 
the word sustainable, because it doesnt 
have a real concrete definition. In sustain- 
able farming, farmers will still use some 
synthesized chemicals to control weeds and 
mildew and disease. And then they can use 
what we call integrated pest management 
systems ... planting different crops to attract 
beneficial insects. So with sustainable farm- 


ing, farmers will use some of these systems 
and composting and so forth, but theyVe 
not organically certified. 

So organic farmers are certified, but SL^taln- 
abie farmers a re n't? 

When you gt) into organic farming, you have 
to be certified. You cannot use anv svnthe- 

/ J 

sized chemicals in your farming system. So 
you really focus on the health of the soil, 
which will determine the health of the vine. 

How about blodynamlc farming? 

it’s kind of the highest level of organic farm- 
ing. it uses all of the same organic processes 
and systems. And then on top of chat, there’s 
this whole philosophical approach to farm- 
ing that encourages a holistic view of the 
farm as a contained unit of interrelated ele- 
ments: the plants and animals, the farmer 
and the cosmos. 

So how can we tell ff a wiTie Is organic? 

Wines made from organically grown 
grapes — that will be on the label. We can’t

call Bonterra 
chardonnay an 
organic wine. The 
reason is that we 
add sulfites to the 
wine to keep it 
from oxidizing. But some wineries don’t add 
.sulfites — they could label it organic wine. 

So If there aren’t anysulfltes^ does that mean 
we won’t get a hangover If you have a few too 
many glasses of organic wine this weekend? 

If you drink too much you’re going to get 
a hangover. I think when a lot of people 
drink wine and they get a headache they are 
assuming chat it’s sulfite, that’s quite a rare 
condition, to have a sulfite allergj^ Just to 
give you an example, a dried apricot — one 
commercially dried apricot — has a lot more 
sulfites in it than an entire bottle of wine. 
And people don’t seem to be concerned 
about dried fruit.

Will the cell phone slay the wristwatch?

In the age of the cell phone, is time running 
out for the wristwatch? 

Charlie Wo liman thinks so. The 1 6 -year- 
old student from New Icrscv doesn^t own a 
watch. To tell rime, he pulls out his wdrcless 
phone or glances at public clocks. 

A watch, he says, is “an extra piece of equip- 
ment with no necessary function.*’ Wollman, 
who edits the leenTcchBlog Web site, says 
he might wear a watch someday to make an 
impression, but as his generation grows up 
and goes to work, *^the watch may increas- 
ingly lose meaning.’’ 

With more teens and young adults shar- 
ing that opinion, the watch industry is at a 
crossroads. 

“It’s definitely true that we’re seeing a 
decline in the number of watches sold to 
younger people,” said Louis Galie, senior 
vice president for technology at Timex, the 
top U.S. watch maker. 

Watch buying also is down overall. In 2007, 
30 percent of adults said they bought a watch 
within the last year, compared with 35 percent 
in 2004, according to lixperian Consumer 
Research. 

Worldwide, the number of watches sold is 
down about 20 percent since 2005, said. 


He said the biggest sales declines are with 
low-cnd models, especially sub-SiO ’watches 
that represent 15 percent to 20 percent of the 
market’s total value. 

Will the current generation of young peo- 
ple, who eschew watches, keep their wrists 
hare as they get oldcr.^ 

“The entire jewelry industry, not to men- 
tion the economy of Switzerland, is waiting 
for the answer,” joked Jeffrey Cole, director 
of the Center tor the Digital Future, which 
looks at the social effects of technology. 

Cole said his focus groups pointed to the 
surprising trend of many teens not wearing 
watches and telling time with phones. A small 
follow-up survey last December found more 
than 60 percent of people aged 32 to 24 don’t 
wear watches, he said. The cen ter’s research 
also shows that many teens still don’t wear 
watches when they reach their early 20s. 

But Galie of Timex is optimistic, saying 
that watches regain popularity when consum- 
ers reach their 20s and 30s. 

“Are watches relevant at all anymore fc^r 
their primaiy function ... telling time? The 
answer may be no,” he said. The watch busi- 
ness is “going from an industry which was 
inherently functional to an industry which 
becomes more inherently decorative.”
